Tha apeaker of the day waa 
Introduced by Mr. E. M. Woodward 
in a few appropriate reij^rka. Mr. 
Morrow is the biggest gun the Re- 
publicans have In their battery of 
orators. He Is a fluent tntkor n'wl a 
much better orator and speaker 
than Judge K. C. O'Rear. He made 
^ typical Republican apeech, de- 
aouBflBg the OAiocrata from all 
«Murtara of tha eompaaa and prais- 
Ing tha RapubUean party aa ambrae. 
ing all that la great and grand and 
glorious. He said he had been told 
Unit at the recent big Democratic 
viilly hi'ie. all the sjieakers talked 
:iti(]iit wa.^ the tariff. Kverybody 
who attended the Democratic rally 
knows that this is not true. Fact 
Is, the Democratic speakara talked 
too much about mate laanaa to suit 
the Republicans.

"who set them free" and whose 
party is "the same Rapnblleaa par- 
ty of to-day." For aoma unae- 
eouatabla reason, the Republican 
leadara aeem to be afraid thia year' 
that ther will not b«» able to hold 
the negro vote In line, and thev nie 
making strenuous efforts to v-^x tl <• 
colored brother to stick to tbcni.

A noticeable featura of the speak- 
ing was the constant getting 'ip itnd 
going out of old-line Pepubllcans, 
who seemed to have had enougli of 
something for the day. Th^ last 
words of Mr. Morrow were followed 
by a blare from the colorM hand 
ayseoneed at one aide of the room 
and tha crowd aoon dlaparaad.
